A trip wiih one 
Of the custom officer! by the writer, 
while he listened to the "declara- 
tions" of the passengers on an 
ocean steamer, and a subsequent 

call on my genial friends revealed 

many strange stories of attempts to 
cheat, Uncle Sam. 

When the Inspector boards a 
steamer he assembles all the pas- 
sengers in the cabin and proceeds 

to take i heir statements. 

" Have you any new or dutiable 
goods to declare?" is the first, ques- 
tion launched. 

The listener is a woman. Smug- 
gling is natural as love to a woman 
and the chances are two to one thai 
the fair creature before us has a 
selected assortment, of thing! that 
■he Want* to get through the Cus- 
tom Hones without, paying duties 

thereon. She has compromised 

With her conscience by selling the 
whole contents of her trunks to a 
fellow passenger, also a woman, for 

a cent. Consequently she can 

sweat that she lias no dutiable 
goods in her possession and re- 
marks to heiself as she iocs so that, 
they all belong to her friend. 

She is a trifle nervous in spile of 

her efforts to appear calm, and the 

inspector makes a mysterious mark 
on the document, to which she bad 
sworn. These inspectors are good 

judges of human nature ami ean 

generally determine whether a per- 
son is lying or telling the truth. 

The inspector evidently enjoys 
hoi suffering!, oruel man that he 

is. 

" Have you any gloves, piece 
gOOd I, or presents for anybody 1"' 

"No, that is, none that amount 
to anything." 

11 well, what have you? Please 
rive me the list." 

" I have a few gloves, just, a few, 
for my own use, and I've two or 

three trifles to give to my nephewi 

and nieces." 

"Mow many gloves have you, 
and what are the presents for your 

relatives P M 

" I have a dozen gloves in a bo\ 
and two or three pairs loose in my 
trunks ; I can't fell exactly how 

many. The presents are some toys 
and other trines that cost very little 
in Paris and London. Whenever I 

saw anything that I thought would 
please the children I bought it." 

As the Inquisition goes on her ner- 
vousness Increase! and quite likely 

she would give all (he goods she is 
trying to smuggle if she could only 
escape the ordeal. The inspeetor 
makes up his mind very soon that 
ber baggage will need careful at- 
tention, and before dismissing her 
he makes another cabalistic mark 
on the paper to which she has 
sworn and affixed her signature. 
One of the passengers on the 
uner who was evidently anxious 
to get, through with his " declara- 
tion" as Speedily as possible, 

middle-aged man who E ally 

kept himself secluded during the 
entile voyage. He has made the 

acquaintance of nobody except his 

roommate, and even that individual 
has seen very little of him. The 

passenger! are on tiptoe to bear 

him declare his baggage ; his name 

is not on the printed list of pas* 

uengers, as he secured his accoiinno 
dalions on the day of sailing, and 

came aboard at Queenitnwu when 

the vessel touched there I'm the 
mails. 

lie disappointed the curious ones 
by handing a card to the inspector 
when asked, " \V hat is your name V" 

To the query as to whether he has 
any dutiable articles to declare, he 

gives a prompt negative. 

" Have yon any piece goods, 
gloves, jewelry, or- presents for an\ 

body?" 

" None whatever." 

" How many pieces of baggage 
have you V 

"One." 

" What is it T 

"A small hand bag, I have also 

overcoat and an umbrella." 

"That will do next." 
Evidently the gentleman 
iy in a hurry, as his handbag 
Contain! only a night shirt and a 
few toilet, articles of no appreciable 

rains. When his examination is 

concluded he goes on deck and is 
followed by a medium sized man 

who came on board at Quarantine 



with the revenue officers. The 
stranger keeps the baggagoless 
traveler in sight, every moment 
Until the steamer touches the dock, 
when he steps forward and presents 
a warrant for 1 the traveler's arrest. 
For a few moments the latter is in- 
clined to deny his identity, but he 
Speedily submits orr finding that 
resistance is useless. The man 
who made the arrest is a detective 
from the office of Inspector Hyrnes, 
and his victim has been taken iir 

hand in consequence of oable 

advices received while the steamer- 
was on the ocean. 

Next, to him in the line of declar- 
ing passenger! is a man who ap- 
pear! very jolly and inclined to be 
mirthful with the official, but it is 

easy to see, that under his disguise 

of jollity there is tin uneasiness that, 
he would gladly be rid of. He 
does rrot swear himself through as 
did the woman who preceded him, 
but admits that he has a few trifles 
of no very great value, perhaps ten 
dollars in all. 

Next conies an honest man, or at 
any rate he appears to be one, for 
ho promptly declare! : 

" I have a dozen pairs of gloves 
for my best girl, a dozen for my 
sister and a piece of silk for my 
niece, enough to make her a dress. 
The bills are all here and I haven't 
another thing that is dutiable. I've 
three suits of clothes nearly new, 
but I've worn every one of 'em a 
whole day at least." 

The inspector takes the bills and 
notes the articles under the proper 
beading Of the document which is 
duly signed by the passenger. 
Then a mark is placed on the back 
of declaration to Indicate that duti- 
able goods have been declared and 
the passenger is free to go on deck. 

Next OOmeS a woman who is evi- 
dently an experienced traveler, and 

her statement is much like that of 
the man who preceded her. She 
has several dresses ; every one of 

them has been actually in service 
enough to meet (he requirement! of 

the law. The officer informs her 
that simply "trying 
sufficient, but that i 
been actually worn. 

" I've worn every one of my 
dresses," she says emphatically, 
" I've dined S1 least One! in every 
evening dress and as for lin- 
ing dresses they've had their 
of use. I've been abroad 
and have acted In good 
towards the Custom House in I 
way. Here is a list of all the 
things I bought while abroad and 
everything has been in use or is 

not in excessive quantity." 

The officer marks the paper with 
a smile, which says in very plain 
language that il is evident that tho 
passenger knows exactly what she 
is about and is complying with the 

law to the letter, 

So they go, one by one, till all 
have made their declarations. 

[Meantime the steamer is moving on 
to ber pier and is swung to where 

she is to lie until the day of her de 
parture. The gang-plank is put 
out and the passengers impatiently 

walk ashore to the doek. The 
baggage is brought ashore and piled 
on the deck, and each passenger 
is instructed to get all his belong- 
ings together and then apply to the 
chief of the dock inspectors for an 
examiner. 

Oddly enough (he first passen- 
ger to apply for an examiner is our 

nervous female friend, on whose 

"declaration" the inspector had 

made mysterious murks. His sus 
ploloni were well founded.

within the next fortnight. Some 
them may be " trifles light as air" 

but nevertheless they cost n good

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As one after another of these 
cosily things that, were not on the 
"declaration" are brought forth 
from their hiding places, (he woman 
turns red and pale by turns, and 
her strength leaves her to the extent 
that she is compelled to sit down to 
avoid falling to the floor. 

Yonder is a woman whose ap- 
pearance iH portly while her face is 
rather thin. She is one of the, pas- 
sengers who had just landed and 
declared that she had no dutiable 
goods in her possession. Her faoe 
and form are not harmonious as 
such a plump figure does not be- 
long to that delicately moulded 
face. Keep an eye on her and see 
what happen!. 

Her trunks are examined and 
evidently she told the truth, as 
there is nothing dutiable to be 
found. All her dresses have been 
worn a sufficient number of times 
to comply with the law and she 
hasn't many dresses anyway. But 
before mai king her trunks the of- 
ficer asks her to follow him for a 
moment. The pallor of her face 
increases and she evidently doesn't 
respond gladly to the invitation. 

Hut, she follows to the room which 
is set apart for personal examina 
lions, and is received by a mild- 
mannered woman whose nose is 
bridged with a pair of eye-glasses. 
She is exceedingly polite, and as 
soon as the two are within the room 
and the door is locked she requests 
the traveller to remove her dress. 

The stranger obeys while the other 
apologizes for the trouble she is 
making, and explains that it, is ow- 
ing to Information that had been 

r< Ived concerning some laces 

which were to arrive about this time. 
The removal of the dress shows 
that the woik is not in vain, lor 
concealed beneath it were enough 

(sees to set up a small shop on 

Broadway, together with silks, 
gloves and other things which were 

quilted Into a petticoat or deftly 
wound around the waist of the fair 

traveller. 

Half an hour after entering the 

examination room the woman em- 
erges and is allowed to claim her 
baggage and leave the dock. She 
might be detained and sent to prison 
for violating the revenue laws, but 
the Custom House does not often 
enforce this part of its duties, ex- 
cept in tho case of old and profes- 
sional offenders. This woman, 
whose plumpness has vanished and 
whose dross now hangs about her 
like a closed umbrella, is a novice 
in smuggling and was betrayed by 
her anxiety of manner and by the 
circumstance that her form and face 
were not properly matched. The 
inspect ress shows as the result of 
tho examination a pile of heteiogs* 
neous and costly articles. 

A few years ago one of the pas- 
sengers on a steamer from Liver- 
pool to New York was an elderly 
gentleman who was u general favor- 
ite among the passesgers. He 
mingled much with ladies, was de- 
lightful in conversation, had a fund 
of anecdotes of all kinds, and boast- 
ed that he knew all the ropes al 
the Custom House, lie was not al 
all reticent about the dutiable goods 
that he expected tO get through 
Without the least trouble; he had an 
OVerOOat and a suit of clothes for a 
friend, in addition to several suits 
for himiSlf. half a dozen watches, 
as many sets of jewelry, together 
with gloves and other nice things 
galore. He was everybody's I 
and offered tQ make himself useful 
in aiding his now found aequain 
tances to run the revenue gaunlot. 
Many accepted his offer and con- 
fidingly told what they had in their 
possession; they gave confidence fol 
confidence ami something border- 
ing very closely upon vows of eter 
nai friendship were made if he sue 
ceeded in his efforts. 

One of the passengers wa! a 
dressmaker of New York who had 
a clientele of fashionable people, 

The old gentleman was particularly 
attentive to her and intimated that 

he was I widower who wished tore- 
new his former condition of double 
blessedness. As a practical test of 
his friendship he wauled to see her 
safely through the Custom House; 
he knew many of the Custom House 
people, and if she got into any trou- 
ble he was the man of all others 
who could sot things riuhl 

The dressmaker confided to him 
thai she had been abroad to buy 
dresses for so veral of hei fashion 
able patrons and she had half a

a trunks crowded with 

merits that were to appear in 
best social circles the following sea- 
son. She then gave him the names 
of her customers 

" Oh, 1 know Mrs. Sound so, and 
Mrs. So-and-SO, and Miss Blauk," 
said the elderly gentleman, " and 
there's nothing in the world I 
wouldn't do for them if I could. 
Make yourself perfectly easy about 
the dresses, I'll fix it so that your 
trunks won't men be opened when 
we get to the dock." 

lie was as good as his woid. The 
trunks were not opened at (he dock 
at all ; they were, however, opened 

in the seizure room of the Custom 
House whither they were taken im- 
mediately on their arrival on the 
strength of the information that 
they had been given to the elderly 
gentleman who was a Custom House 
detective, by the soft -hearted dress- 
maker. Some of the dresses were 

redeemed by their owners on pay- 
ment of the dutiee and a fine, but 
others were never called for and 
were ultimately sold at auction 
The other passengers who had given 
their confidence to the stranger 
were compelled to pay full duties 
on every article whose possession 
they had acknowledged. He " saw 
them through the Custom House all 
right," but his interpretation of 
these words were quite different 
from theirs. 

Some time ago there weie among 
the passengers of a steamer, a mod- 
est appearing woman with her son 
of sixteen. The woman had two 
trunks and the youth one, not a 
large equipment for returning 
travellers. They declared that 
they had no dutiable goods arid the 
Inspection revealed nothing; the 
inspector passed the trunks and as 
was turning away be heard the 
mother say in a low voice to the 
son, " Hurry up, Charlie, and get 
a carriage as quick as you can." 

Thereupon the officer said he 
would take another look at the 
trunks. He did so and as he turned 
the first trunk over Hie woman 
turned pale, and well she might, for 
each trunk had a false bottom 
three inches in depth, and in those 

bottoms there were several hundred 
dollars' worth of laces from Brus- 
sels. It was the anxiety to get 
away from the dock that had be- 
trayed the smuggler. 

An organized system was recent- 
ly discovered by which a consider- 
able quantities of clothing were re- 
ceived in New York without pay- 
ing duties. Agents of English tail- 
ors were established here, and took 
orders for suits of clothing to be 
made in London and delivered to 
the customer here for loss than he'd 

be obliged to pay if he patronised 

an American tailor. The customers 
asked no questions; many of them 
supposed that their garments were 
properly imported and paid the re- 
quired duties, bill 'others Were not 
so guileless and boasted that they 
were getting their clothes through 
the Custom House by a roundabout 
way. 

The detectives worked quietly 
until they had «H the information 
they were able to get without re- 
vealing what they were after. Then 
one day they Stopped I wagon just 
as it, was leaving the dock of a pro- 
minent steamship Hue. and examin- 
ed its contents. It, was found to 
contain a box and a largo bundle, 
and the contents of bv>x and bundle 
were suits of new clothing just from 
the hands of London tailors. 

Cue of Hie officers mounted to 

the driver's side and told him to 

drive to where lie was going before 
they stopped him. 

Tho fellow sullenly obeyed, at 
least apparently. lie drove to a 

certain street and number ami halt 

<'d ill front of a grocery sto'o. 

"This isn't the place," said the 

officer. '•Drive to number 1 — on 
Greenwich street." 

The driver saw he wa! caught 
and that the Officers knew mote 
than he supposed, He took the 
wagon to its proper destination ami 
there another box of clothing was 
found; it had boon landed an hour 
or two before am) flic consingees 
had not had time to come for it. 
The new box was added to the load 
of the wagon which was then driven 
to the Custom House where the 
goods were promptly deposited In 
the leisure room. 

" Recently," said an officer who 
baa been looking alter the opium 

smugglers, "a large quantity of 



ophrm was sent by express over the 
Canadian Pacific Railway from 
Victoria to St. Thomas, Canada. 
From St. Thomas tho boxes were 
sent to Windsor, directly Opposite 
Detroit, then they were smuggled 
across tho river at night and tho 
next day wore shipped to San 
Francisco. The consignment of 
opium reached San Francisco in tho 
same cases in which it had started 
from Victoria; it was a long way 
round to send opium, but when it 
get! through without paying an.v 
duty the speculation is a profitable 
one. Bight thousand pounds of 
opium wore thus transported in 
three months; some of it wont 
through safely but after a while we 

dropped to the tricks of the business 

and made some largo seizures." 

Smuggling is attempted in the 
cargoes of ships as well as in the 
baggage of passengers. Cigars pay 
a high duty and consequently offer 
a temptation to cheat tho revenue; 
they have boon found in logs of 
wood, in air-tight boxes, in cases of 
molasses or sugar, and in other 
similar receptacles. They have been 
brought in rubber bag! and thrown 
overboard at night in the lower bay 
to be lucked up by confederates in 
boats lying in wait for them. On 
one occasion the Custom House boat 
took the place of one belonging to 
the smuggler-sand made a rich haul. 
At another time the officials watch- 
ed for a wagon on the Jersey shore 
and when it was loaded with bags 
of cigars and ready to start they 
rushed out and took possession. 

Two of the stewards were arrest- 
ed and soul to Ludlow Street jail 
and the next morning an account of 
the affair was spread in the papers. 
The parties concerned in the smug- 
gling cabled to their friends on the 
other side of the Atlantic a brief ac- 
count of the affair and of course 
this at once put n stop to the ship- 
ments. But unfortunately for them 
there was a steamer of the same 

tine then on the ocean and there 
was no way of communicating with 
her. In due time she arrived in 
Now York and as one of the arrest- 
ed men had made a full confession 
the revenue officers knew exactly 
whereto lay their rude hands as 
soon as the vessel reached quaran- 
tine. The parties on whom they 
laid them were sent to jail like 
(heir predecessors ami a goodly 
quantity of goods was added to the 
pile in the seizure room. — (\mifort. 
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Being forced to work, and forced 
to do your best, will breed torn 
peranoe and self-control, diligence 
and strength of will, cheerfulness 
and content, and a hundred vir- 
tues whieh tho idle will never know.

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Professor John B. Smith, the New 
Jersey state entomologist, recently 
made this announcement, e 
dispatch from Trenton to the Y, w 
York Herald. " It will be a satis- 
faction to know that I have worked 

out the life history of the salt marsh 
mosquito completely. I know just 
how if broods and just where it 
breeds now, and the knowled 
brand now. The work was com- 
pleted only a day or two ago." 

The results of the professor's in- 
vestigations are given by him in de- 
tail. Tho salt marsh mosquito has 

a certain well defined peoularities 

that distinguish it from all oilier 
species and that make it easy to 
study its habits. It is the most 
numerous and annoying of all the 
mosquito pests in the State of New 

Jersey because it abounds at the 

sea- coast lesorts at a time when its 
pertiferoo! attentions are most 
undesirable 

It is almost certain. Prof 
Smith says, that the adult 
marsh mosquito does not winter in 
the adult stage, because the most 
careful search along shore 
early in the present year failed to 
disclose a single specimen, while 
malaria and house mosquitoes were 
found in some numbers. He did 
not find the insect until the spring 
was well advanced. 

It is almost equally certain that 
thex i\o not winter in the larva 

stage, because no wrigglers were 

found when tho winter had just end- 
ed, but were discovered in great 
numbers and of very small si 
March and early April, The pro- 
fessor concludes that the winter is 
psssed in the egg stage and that tho 
eggs are laid singly or in group! on 
grain or sedge or even on tiio 
ground. When the water becomes 
sufficiently warm. Hie wri| 
hatch, and the season's breeding 
started. Areas that are regularly 
Covered by ordinary tides arc not 
breeding places for these mosqui- 
toes, nor are ponds or pools Covered 
only at full tides if tl.ey are six 
inches or more in depth and contain 
fish or tiddler crabs 

It will bo news to many that the 
tiddler crab is one of the most 

struetive enemies of the mosquito. 

It may bo put down as a general 
rule, says Professor Smith, subject 
perhaps to exceptions, that where 

fiddler crabs live mosquito Ian 

not. 

" Depressions at tho beginni 
the upland, covered only by winter 
or storm tides, leaving pools that 
last for weeks and are refilled by 
rains, are ideal breeding places," he 
" Draws, drains or ditches 
that fill. at tides and do not drain 
clean are bound to become tilled 
with wrigglers.

Canadians of all classes will con- 
gratulate Sir Gilbert Parker upon 
the honour bestowed upon him by 
the King. The member for Crave- 
sond is often called "the member 
for Canada," in the British news- 
papers, so actively does he walch 
Ihe interests of his native country 
in the Imperial Parliament. 

Porn at Camden East, in Ad- 
dinglon Counly, Ontario, Sir Gilbert 
was the son of Ca.pt. Joseph Parker, 

formerly a non-commissioned officer 
in the Royal Artillery, by whom he 
was given the name of Horatio, 

after the great Nelson. In after 

life Ihe J'OUng man, however, drop- 
ped his first name and decided lo 
bo known only as Gilbert Parker. 
Like many another Canadian who 

has won distinction, he began life 

as a school teacher, graduating at 
I ho Ottawa, Normal School and 

afterwards " teaching the young 

idea how to shoot," al Krankford 
and Sea forth. In 1882 he was 

ordained as a deaoon by Archbish- 
op Lewis, after examination in 
certain subjects, and in the follow- 
ing year matriculated at Trinity 
University, Toronto. He remained 
there for two years, attending [< 
lures in divinity and giving lectures 
himself In elocution. Por a short 
period he was curate to the late 
ReV. Canon Bleasdell, at Trenton, 
and also held a position as pro 
lessor' in Ihe Deaf and Dumb In- 
slit, ulo at Bellevillei It was about 
this time that he began his literary 

career, published a book of poems 
under the title . " A Lovers Diary," 
which won hearty commendations 

from the critics, in isso his health

Hi raid, and winning laurels for 
himself as a, careful and capable 
writer. His description of the
